She  has  for  many  years  studied  gender 
and  social  issues,  housing  and  urban 
development,  and  conditions  that  influ- 
ence the  status  of  black  women  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad.

published  in  1996,  received  the  Literary 
Award  for  Best  Fiction  from  the  Black 
Caucus  of  the  American  Library 
Association.  The  novel  tells  the  story  of  a 
young,  black,  Harvard  graduate  who  trav- 
els to  her  ancestral  home  of  Senegal. 
The  U.S.  Civil  Rights  movement  and  the

Afrocentrism  are  among 
the  issues  interwoven 
with  the  story  of  a  per- 
sonal search. 

A  former  associate 
executive  director  of 
Oxfam  America,  Ladd 
has  taught  at  Simmons 
College,  Robert  College, 
the  American  College  of 
Girls  in  Instanbul,  and 
Harvard's  Graduate  School  of  Education 
and  Graduate  School  of  Design.

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FSC  forecast  for  the  year  2000 


In  1996  Fitchburg  State  College,  seeking  a 
change,  engaged  the  Saratoga  group  in 
devising  a  plan  to  renovate  the  campus.  The 
focus  of  the  plan  is  to  more  efficiently  use 
existing  space  on  campus.  These  changes, 
which  are  still  in  the  planning  stages,  are 
largely  contingent  on  availability  of  funds. 

The  overwhelming  catalyst  for  these  reno- 
vations is  the  proposed  building  of  an  athlet- 
ic complex  on  North  Street,  for  which  funds 
have  already  begun  to  be  collected.  The 
complex  will  take  all  athletic  functions  away 
from  Parkinson  Gymnasium  in  which  they 
currently  reside.  When  this  happens,  the  void 
left  by  the  athletic  complex  will  be  used  ini- 
tially as  "surge  space"  for  displaced  non  ath- 
letic functions.  It  will  eventually  house  a  host 
of  new  functions. 

Potential  permanent  uses  for  Parkinson 
Gymnasium  include  a  multi-purpose  assem- 
bly hall  for  social  events,  exhibitions  and  dis- 
plays, an  indoor  art/  sculpture  gallery,  a  cam- 
pus movie  theatre,  possibly  even  a  24-hour 
computer  lab  relocated  from  Edgerly  Hall. 
Another  possible  use  for  the  building  is  peri- 
odic class  registration. 

Because  the  Anthony  building's  current 
occupants  share  little  if  anything  in  common 
with  each  other,  the  building  is  also  due  for 
some  changes.  The  plan  proposes  taking 
advantage  of  the  building's  centralized  loca- 
tion by  turning  it  into  "student  services  cen- 
ter." The  center  will  ideally  house  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar,  Admissions,  Financial  Aid, 
Graduate  and  Continuing  Education,  and 
Student  Accounts. 

Of  the  buildings  affected  by  the  change, 
the  most  definite  move  will  be  the  Athletic 


Department  Offices  to  the  recreation  center. 
Less  concrete  changes  include  moving 
Health  Services  to  the  Residence  Life  Office 
and  Central  Receiving  and  Storage  to  the 
lower  level  of  Parkinson.  It  was  also  pro- 
posed that  there  be  a  structure  built  at  the 
athletics  field  for  Grounds-keeping. 

Miller  Hall  currently  houses  faculty  offices. 
It  was  suggested  in  the  plan  that  Miller's  loca- 
tion and  historic  nature  may  be  better  used  to 
house  the  Alumni  Center  and  Development

Office,  and  to  also  serve  as  a  reception  area 
for  prospective  students.  The  change  would 
merely  temporarily  displace  those  faculty 
offices  currently  located  on  Miller's  first  floor. 
Thompson  Hall,  originally  the  main  cam- 
pus building,  currently  houses  the  nursing 
department,  various  classrooms,  and  student 
activities  that  include  the  WXPL  radio  station, 
and  an  aerobic  studio.  It  was  proposed  that 
this  space  could  be  more  efficiently  used. 


Ideas  for  Thompson  include  relocating  aero- 
bics to  the  athletic  complex,  WXPL  to  the 
Hammond  Building,  and  Nursing  and 
Behavioral  Sciences  moving  to  the  Sanders 
Administration  Building. 

Thompson's  first  floor  will  potentially  be 
renovated  to  serve  as  a  ceremonial  lobby 
with  a  walk-through  connecting  the  two 
quads.  On  either  side  of  the  walkway  will  be 
the  offices  of  the  president,  vice-president, 
institutional  and  research  offices,  and  admin- 
istrative functions  including  payroll  and  per- 
sonnel. These  offices,  most  of  which  are 
presently  housed  in  Sanders  will  leave  open 
even  more  room  for  change. 

Sanders,  which  is  connected  with  to  the 
Condike  Science  building  will  potentially  be 
made  to  correspond  with  Condike  in  hosting 
the  Sciences.  To  accomplish  this,  Sanders 
would  house  the  Nursing  Department, 
Environmental  Sciences  and  Technology, 
General  Classrooms,  and  Computer  Labs. 

Apart  from  the  domino  effect  of  these  nec- 
essary prospective  changes,  it  has  been  pro- 
posed that  a  30-ft  addition  be  built  onto  the 
west  side  of  Percival  Hall.  This  addition 
would  increase  the  stage  room  of  the  existing 
amphitheater,  making  it  usable  for  larger- 
scale  productions. 

These  before  mentioned  changes  are  all 
only  part  of  a  the  larger  Saratoga  Project 
Plan,  which  seeks  to  bring  the  college  into 
the  new  century  without  abandoning  it's 
roots.  The  plan  is  currently  estimated  at 
$4,250,200  to  which  an  additional  30-40% 
will  be  added  for  "administrative/  design  "soft 
costs'".

On  May  8,  1944,  Anne  Frank  wrote, 
"it  seems  as  if  we  are  never  far  from  Miep's 
thoughts."

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Woolgatherer  part  of  AmeriCulture  Arts  Festival 


As  part  of  the  AmeriCulture  Arts  Festival, 
the  play  The  Woolgatherer written  by  William 
Mastrosimone,  will  be  performed  as  part  of 
the  festival  concerning  the  cental  theme  of 
Alone  and  Loneliness:  The  Difference 
Between. 

The  two  person  play  is  to  be  directed  by 
Kelly  Morgan,  who  also  plans  to  act  in  the 
play,  along  with  Deborah  Cascio,  Jennifer 
Heald  and  Harry  Denis,  as  well  as  a  possibil- 
ity of  a  couple  of  other  people  who  may  be 
added.  At  least  four  people  in  a  two  person 
play,  you  ask?  That's  because  cast  members 
are  being  groomed  to  be  used  as  inter- 
changeable parts. 

*  The  play  takes  place  in  Philadelphia, 
where  a  hard-drinking  truck  driver,  Cliff, 
breaks  down  and  meets  Rose,  a  young 
woman  who  works  at  a  five  and  dime  store. 
"Even  though  Cliff  drives  all  across  the  coun- 
try, he's  lonely,"  said  Morgan.  "Rose  is  a  bit 
of  a  recluse,  whose  encountered  some  dark 
men  in  her  life." 

The  play  is  described  as  a  blue  collar 
comic-romance.     "I  think  the  students  and 


community  will  be  able  to  relate  to  it.  It  shows 
that  the  masses  in  America  are  blue  collar 
folks.  It's  very  much  a  sort  of  a  Grapes  of 
Wrath,  where  we  are  the  people.  We  are 
what  makes  the  world  happen." 

Morgan's  connection  to  the  play  goes  back 
to  when  he  performed  it  in  New  York.  "The 
play  has  always  struck  me.  It's  so  profound. 
It's  so  moving.   It's  so  romantic." 

The  play  works  off  the  irony  of  both  char- 
acters being  lonely.  Cliff  is  always  on  the 
road  looking  for  a  home  and  Rose  has  a 
home,  but  is  locked  up  in  it  with  the  window 
boarded  up,  afraid  of  the  outside  world.  "He 
talks  of  never  having  a  home,  and  yet  she 
has  an  apartment  with  no  light  in  it,"  said 
Morgan. 

After  entering  the  store  in  which  Rose 
works,  Cliff  smudges  some  grease  on  a  plate 
of  glass  of  a  display  case.  She  sees  him 
wipe  it  off  and  views  the  action  as  being  gal- 
lant. With  that  simple  gesture,  she  thinks  Cliff 
might  be  the  one,  where  he's  looking  for  a 
one  night  stand. 


"He  comes  back  to  her  place  and  she 
keeps  him  at  bay  through  engaging  dialogue, 
trying  to  figure  out  what  he's  about.  And 
because  she's  able  to  do  this,  he  reveals 
things  about  himself  and  she  reveals  thing 
about  herself.  We  hope  by  the  end  of  the 
play  that  there  is  going  to  be  hope  for  these 
two  people,"  said  Morgan. 

The  Woolgather  is  one  of  the  1 4  or  1 5 
artistic  venues  that  will  be  performed  during 
the  AmeriCulture  Arts  Festival.  It  is  also 
planned  to  be  performed  on  one  of  the  first 
three  Wednesdays  of  school  as  a  late  after- 
noon matinee  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum. 

The  award  winning  playwright  William 
Mastrosimone  has  also  written  the  film 
Extremities,  starring  Farrah  Fawcett,  as  well 
as  the  plays  Nanawatai,  Cat's  Paw  and 
Shivaree. 

The  AmeriCulture  Arts  Festival  will  run 
September  2  through  September  20,  running 
Wednesdays  to  Sundays.
